AS SEEN IN ENGLAND

SECOND STORY. 


London, July 27th— After a year 
a t war, the British Empire has some­ 
w h at less than three quarters of a 
million troops In the held; Its Al­ 
lies have approximately ten million. 
The British front in the western 
theatre is about forty miles in length, 
the lines of the other allies east and 
west, including Serbia and Montene­ 
gro, cover some 
sixteen 
hundred 
miles. 
As the ratio of troops e m ­ 
ployed is one to fourteen and the ra­ 
tio of mileage is one to forty, there 
appears to be some justification for

But the question as to whether 
England is fulfilling her obligations 
should be considered in the light of 
her promises. 
On this basis, she has 
delivered more than was specified in 
the 
contract.

clauses in the secret agreement made 
with France long before 
the 
war 
started: 
England would take care of tho 
seas. 
She would send an expeditionary 
force to France of 120,000 men. 
T hat’s all there was to it. 
She 
has carried out the first clause to the 
letter; she has sent nearly six times 
as many men to the firing line as sh e 
bargained for, and she is still send­ 
ing them as fast as they can be train ­ 
ed. 
Only the other day, the Temps of 
Paris, in an obviously inspired edi­ 
torial commenting on recent tributes 
paid lo France by the Britishpress. 
made 
these 
significant 
remarks: 
“ Frankness should be mutual.

created the new d e p a r t m e n t s m uni­ 
tions, with Lloyd George at Its head. 
Somebody bad blundered.

Northcliff**'s newspapers fastened re­

The Kaiser will 
go down In history as William the 
Great, if the events of the first year 
of th*- war appeal as vividly to th** 
Imaginations of future Germans as 
tiny do to th** generation that is Bv 
ing through th** present world con­ 
flict. 
Frederick th** Great, beld Europe 
t bay, and saved Prussia through 
seven years of strife. 
Ills descend­ 
e d who now hold th** llohenzollern 
throne, has more than equalled Fred­ 
rick’s task, because Frederick had 
England with him, and there was 
then no United States to furnish Ger­ 
many’s enemies with munitions. No­ 
body expects th** present conflict to 
run seven years, but lf I he alli**s can 
stand a war of that duration, so can 
Jerniany with the Kaiser at the head 
of affairs. 
When th** war started th** 
Emperor William had fallen into dis­ 
favor with many of his people for a 
number of reasons. 
Some believed 
lo* was too autocratic, others thought 
lo* was too well disposed toward the 
English, and still others thought he 
was afraid of the military machine 
Germany had developed and was too 
prejudiced In favor of p e a c e at any 
price ever to permit I lie machine to 
tent itself. 
The early days of th** 
war, when enemy after enemy took 
th** field against 
Germany, 
people 
talked dlsparingly of th** Emperor, as 
.n incompetent, who had played his 
urds badly and bud 
overestimated 
Germany's strength. 
But when victories began to be 
won, and when th** enemy brat here 
and then there was rolled back the 
popular opinion of th** Kaiser began 
to change. 
People confessed 
they 
had misjudged him. 
The bitter crit­ 
icism of Germany's enemies directed 
against tin* Kaiser, and the comments 
of neutral nations, added to his pop­ 
ularity at home, until now, the Kals- 
r Is th** idol of his nation, 
lf** Is re­ 
unit'd as the embodiment of German 
virtues, the representative 
of 
Ger­ 
man might and power. 
The nation j 
agrees In* has not abused the abso­ 
lutely autocratic power he has wield 
*1 Bluet* lust August, hut has used 
his authority to meet every crisis 
onfrontlng Germany In a ninon r 
that wins unanimous approval. 
If 
th** war ends under conditions sub­ 
stantially as they are now. Germany 
will have aaved herself, and will have 
demonstrated her powers so convinc­ 
ingly that the Kaiser, who Is now re­ 
sponsible for all things In the Empire 
must be given th** 1111«* 
of 
“ The 
Great." 
The Kaiser. In particular, has in- 
spiied Germans with confidence in 
the outcome of th** war. His calm as­ 
sert Iona of victory have been fol­ 
lowed by deeds 
substantially 
his 
words so often that he Is not only th** 
ruler hut also th** prophet of his peo­ 
ple. 
When th** war began, few Ger­ 
mans. deep down In their hearts, be­ 
lieved the Teutonic Empire hail even 
fslr chant’** of succeeding. 
That is 
why there was so much hysteria last 
August, and why the departing sub­ 
jects of th** enemy powers were so 
frequently insulted. 
That is why al­ 
so th** Germans lost their heads in 
Belgium and adopted n system of ter­ 
rorism. 
That is why, too, the hymn 
of hat i directed against England w as 
so popular. 
Now, therefore, after a year of 
st rift*, Germany lins received th** con­ 
fidence and believes In th** Kaiser. 
The fenr of last summer has departed 
and th** Germans are no longer say­ 
ing “ God punish England.” 
Instead 
of the former hatred of England there 
Is now developing a curious kind of 
contempt, mingled with self-amaze- 
n u n t that the Germans should so 
boldly misjudged the English. Noth­ 
ing mort* remarkable has happened in 
Germany during the past year than 
the change of popular opinion con­ 
cerning England. 
Th** might of the 
British Empire was magnified quit® 
out of proportion to Its actual power, 
the Germans now are saying. 
This war was worth the fighting 
so say the Germans, if only because 
it lias picked the bubble of British 
strength. 
England will never again 
occupy her old place in the world. 
The ancient spirit of the English, 
which the world has long been ac­ 
customed to taking at its own valua­ 
tion, has been found to be no longer 
existent. 
England has lost the war 
for the allies, in the opinion of Ger­ 
man militarists, and by doing so, has 
irreparably stained her own prestige. 
The past year’s events say the Ger­ 
mans. have provided a complete test 
of the comparative merits of Ger 
manic and British civilizations. Ger­ 
many has revealed her possession of 
organization ability, of initiative, of 
austere patriotism, of inventiveness. 
of an unbroken spirit under adver 
slty, of discipline, of an ability to 


meet every new problem the war has 
thrust upon her. 
Where Germany has suceeded, E ng­ 
land has failed. 
The English (In the 
opinion of Germans) 
have 
proved 
themselves to be boasters, muddlers 
and uninspired In any of their works. 
They have b een revealed to the world 
as a people undermined by discon­ 
tent, unpatriotic, so prejudiced that 
I hey cannot even now accept the u n ­ 
doubted fact that their demigod, Lord 
Kitchener, failed them In their hour 
of need. 
The upper 
classes 
have 
shown bravery but no qualities of in­ 
tellectual and masterful leadership, 
and their lower classes ar** taking ad­ 
vantage of th** perlexities of the war 
to strike for higher wages! 
The Germans ar** asking what this 
past y e a r of warfare has shown th** 
English to poHS*'S8**B8 which the world 
would I)** th** better for th** keeping. 
What ran the world better be rid of, 
ask th e Germans, at this anniversary 
tim e, th* qualities 
th e English have 
shown sine** last August, or the qual­ 
itie s th** Germans have shown? Here* 
Is a Germany, beginning the second 
y e a r of lier war a g a in s t th** world, 
full of confidence, 
with 
increased 
f a ith In th** destiny of th** fatherland.

ible offensive.”

The people were giv­ 
en confidence In th** army, the army 
in itself. 
Henceforth, whatever may happen 
to th** French soldier, In* will refuse 
to be discouraged. 
He can advance, 
retreat or doggedly hold what lie has 
won, any or all, with tenacity and 
good ch e er . 
II** has faith in his offi­ 
cers and faith in himself. 
He knows 
th** war may be long, but he grins 
and grits his teeth: “ We’ll get ’em at 
lust!” he says. 
Th*# ghost of 1870 has been laid.
